THE KINDERGARTEN 


O~e hundred years ago there was es- 


tablished in 3!ankenbiirg. Germany, the 
first kir-dergarten. 
The anniversary :s 


commemorated, th:s~ wee*;. :r. hundreds of 
American schools. It is sa:d that the found- 
er of that first kindergarten. Frederick 
Froebel, searching about for a name for 
his educational idea, looked down upon 
the t-dy village from a hilltop, saw the 
neat cottages each with a tiny garden, 
and exclaimed "Eureka! I have it.' Kin- 
dergarten it shall be!"' 


From that first school has come the 


impetus which has given the world a new 
conception of education, that of individual 
training. Froebel's idea was that school- 
ing should be the fostering of the best 
natural growth, that education was a con- 


- tinuous process and that it should begin in 
" early childhood. He worked for years to 
- establish his idea and his appeal to par- 
. ents is worth repeating: 


"O men, as you stroll through gar- 


f den or meadow or field or copse, why not 


-use your sense to perceive what nature 
would teach you? Behold 
the plant! 


- When grown under pressure you scarcely 


" guess its natural life and purpose, but in 
, open ground it becomes a sun of green

OUR JURY STANDARDS 


Missouri's Judge Merrill E. Olds, Unit- 


ed States district court, points out what 
he considers to be one of the glaring faults 
of our jury system. 


"The jury in the box,'' he says, ''rep- 


resents the chaff after the wheat has been 
winnowed out. The person who reads and 
keeps abreast of day-by-day happenings 
is excused quickly because, by reason of 
reading and thinking, he may have formed 
some slight opinion in the case. The busy 
executive or professional person is ex- 
cused by ihe judge. Challenges by op- 
posing lawyers remove others who might 
well be qualified to serve."' 


Anyone v.ho has had occasion to ob- 


serve the methods pursued in the selection 
of our juries will agree ".nth this diagno- 
sis. There is little 
question that jury 


standards sre low. 
Too often a jury is 


composed of persons who weigh the evi- 
dence -lightly and who care little for the 
verdict simply because they lack the in- 
telligence or lack a proper understanding 
of the responsibilities of citizenship. 


That is the reason why. 
under our 


present system of jury selectior.. justice so 
often becomes s. mockery. 


SECOND SIGHT 


More news comes from Duke Univers- 


ity, in North Carolina, regarding the ex- 
periments started 
by Psychology Pro- 


fessor J. B. Rhine in "extra-sensory per- 
ception."' This is the scientific term for 
what is usually known as "second sight"1 
or "clairvoyance" or, when another per- 
son's mind is read, "telepathy." 


The experiments with playing cards 


made by Prof. Rhine and his students are 
-.veil jcno-A-n, and have been described in 
detail by the Scientific American and 
other reputable publications. The latest 
announcement tells of confirmatix'e re- 
sults obtained by half a dozen indepen- 
dent experimenters in this country and 
abroad. 


They all indicate s direct perception of 


things hidden, or distant, or in others' 
minds, in which the ordinary senses ap- 
pear to play no psrt whatever. In these 
experiments, as in previous ones, the cir- 
cumstances, and the uniformly high de- 
gree of accuracy shown by certain per- 
sons, seemed impossible to explain by 
mere chance. 


Such knowledge is not at all new. It 


is merely subjected now to a more severe 
scientific procedure than has been tried 
before. 


Indications are, 
according to Prof. 


Rhine and his associates, that these sup- 
posedly "supernatural" powers are much 
more common than is ordinarily believed, 
and that they are really natural, though 
weak in most people and strong only in a 
few. 


The principle involved seems much 


like instinct—the power by which people, 
animals, and all living creatures seem to 
know certain things, or how and when to 
do certain things, without being told and 
without knowing how they know. They 
simolv know—that's alL

BABIES AND PSYCHOLOGY 


Those '"college-trained" 
five-year-old 


twins, James and John Woods of New 
York, are still subjects of psychological 
scrutin3% though at this distance they look 
like anj- other pair of youngsters. 


At a very tender age- the two lads 


went to college. Their first two years 
were passed in the Normal Child Devel- 
opment Clinic of the Columbia-Presby- 
terian Medical Centre. One of them was 
carefully "conditioned" according to the 
best scientific theories of child training 
and behavior. The other was permitted 
to "just grow," but also under, scientific 
observation. 


At tu-o years they were returned to 


the parents! roof. The specially trained 
youngster had some abilities in advance 
of his twin brother, but after a while they 
did things on a more even basis. 


Being interviewed about their birthday 


bored them a little. They were interest- 
ed in the reporter's pencil, but not greatly 
interested in answering his questions. One 
of them hid himself in a closet and the 
other put on a brief crooning acL 


From all appearances the psychological 


experiment has been of more service to 
the adult observers than to the boys. The 
former are learning quite a bit about how 
ordinary, healthy and intelligent small fry 
behave. Maybe the twins • are learning 
how inquisitive adults behave.
